N-WORD FEUD 

LAWMAKERS, ACTIVISTS STILL ARGUING OVER WHETHER 
PROTESTERS IN YOUTUBE VIDEO USED RACIAL SLURS 


Three Democratic congressmen— all 
black— say they heard racial slurs as they 
walked through thousands of angry protest- 
ers outside the U.S. Capitol. A white lawmak- 
er says he heard the epithets too. Conserva- 
tive activists say the lawmakers are lying. 

What does the video show? Not much. 
Indeed, new interviews show that a much- 
viewed %uTube recording cited as evidence 
by conservatives actually was shot well after 
the time in question. 

It was March 20, near the end of the bitter 
health care debate, when Reps. John Lewis, 
Andre Carson and Emanuel Cleaver say 
some demonstrators, many of them tea party 
activists, yelled the N-word as the congress- 
men walked from House office buildings to 
the Capitol.

vatives and tea party activists insist it never 
happened. And one of them is offering big 
money if anyone can prove it did. 

With so many media and citizen cameras 
at the demonstration, any epithets would 


have been caught on tape, says Andrew Bre- 
itbart. He’s the Web entrepreneur who re- 
leased the video of ACORN workers coun- 
seling actors posing as a pimp and prostitute, 
and has pledged $100,000 to the United Ne- 
gro College Fund if anyone provides proof of 
the epithets. 

“It didn’t happen,” said Breitbart, who 
wasn’t there. “This is 2010. Even a racist is 
media savvy enough not to yell the N-word.” 

The dispute pits the lawmakers— one 
of them, Lewis, is a leader and survivor of 
1960s civil rights battles — against conserva- 
tives determined to counter claims of racism 
within the predominantly white and middle- 
aged tea party movement. The criticism has 
proven a distraction to a nascent movement 
pushing a unified message of fiscal conserva- 
tism and limited government.

T witter: 
What’s 
with ads? 

Twitter is now letting advertisers pay to 
have their tweets appear in search results 
on the site. Here’s the breakdown. 

When will I see these new advertise- 
ments? 

You might not see them for a few days. 
Twitter was aiming the ads at less than 
10 percent of its audience Tuesday The 
ads should begin appearing in all relevant 
searches within the next week. 

Will I now be bombarded with ads on 
Twitter? 

Twitter says it’s going for something far 
more subtle than bombardment. For now, 
at least, you would have to search Twitter 
for all tweets on a given subject, such as 
“Starbucks.” A tweet that Starbucks paid 
to have come up first might appear atop 
the list of search results. This tweet would 
follow Twitter’s usual guidelines, including 
the 140 -character limit. 

I never search for topics on Twitter. I just 
tweet my thoughts and read my friends’ 
tweets. Would I see these ads? 

You would see the paid tweet from Star- 
bucks if you followed Starbucks. Oth- 
erwise, at least for now, you’d probably 
see one of these new promoted tweets 
only if one of the people in your network 
retweets. 

Does this mean Twitter is more likely to 
stick around? 

It’s not clear how much money the new 
ad program can bring in, but advertising 
is generally considered to be the main 
way that Twitter’s founders can build a 
profitable company It still mainly subsists 
on $155 million it has raised from venture 
capitalists.

‘SHE JUST DIDN’T 
DESERVE THIS’ 


Lawndale resident 
found slain in home

Regina McGraw, 57, often gave food and 
shelter to the homeless and drug addicts in 
her poverty-stricken West Side community 
But she may have opened the door to the 
wrong person, her family said. 

Her decaying body was discovered in her 
Lawndale apartment Monday evening, as 
many as four days after police believe she 
had been fatally stabbed. She was stabbed 
multiple times, the Cook County medical 
examiner’s office said. 

Sometime after she was killed, police be- 
lieve someone entered her apartment and 
stole a flat-screen TV from the home. The 
front door might have been left open by the 
killer. 

“Whoever did this just had no remorse for 


life,” McCraw’s broth- 
er, Kevin, said Tuesday 
of both the murderer 
and the thief “This is 
just senseless.” 

Police said Mc- 
Graw may have been 
caught in the middle 
of a money dispute. 

Harrison Area detec- 
tives are investigating the murder. 

“If they wanted something, they should’ve 
just asked,” said Shaye Chatman, who 
was friends with McGraw “She probably 
would’ve given it to them.” 

McGraw served as a mentor to many of 
her neighbors, who referred to her as “Big 
Mama.” She enjoyed cooking, shopping, 
getting her hair done and doting on her four 
grandchildren, her family said. McGraw, 
who suffered from a heart condition and 
walked with a cane, lived on disability from 


the government, they said. 

“Whoever killed her, you need to turn 
yourself in because you’re not going to get 
away with it,” said McGraw’s sister, Zelda. 
“Abu robbed my sister, took what she had, 
but you could have left her life. Abu gonna 
be found. There’s not a rock in Chicago 
you’re going to hide under.” 

Meshell Goodman, 32, a neighbor, said 
McGraw influenced her to attend to church 
and be a better mother. 

“She just didn’t deserve this,” she said. 
“She had a big heart.” 

The neighborhood is dotted with new 
condos and abandoned buildings. McGraw 
moved into the apartment building, owned 
by her son, about four years ago, neighbors 
and family said. 

“I just can’t understand it,” Ablanda Heard, 
a friend of the victim, said of the murder. “It’s 
such a cowardly act ... I don’t understand why 
anyone would want to hurt her.”

Men found 
with drugs, 
fake cash, 
police say 

Moments after making change for two 
Kentucky men, the doorman at the 
Hyatt Regency Hotel noticed some- 
thing wasn’t 
right about the 
$100 bill handed 
to him. 

He quickly 
called hotel se- 
curity, saying 
the bill was a 
fake, and Chi- 
cago police 
were notified. 

Officers arrived 
in time to find 
Jeffrey Mundt, 
a former North- 
western Univer- 
sity computer 
systems man- 
ager, and Joseph 
Banis, an ex-con 
with a penchant for tribal tattoos and 
flamboyant haircuts, walking out of 
the Wacker Drive hotel Sunday after- 
noon. 

During a pat-down, one officer felt 
a telltale bulge in Banis’ right jacket 
pocket and fished out a blue-steel 
.40-caliber Clock handgun, police said. 
It was loaded with 14 live rounds, re- 
cords show 

It was just the first of several surpris- 
es that ultimately led to state criminal 
charges against the pair and a federal 
investigation. Police said they found 
tens of thousands of dollars in counter- 
feit bills, two more guns and a couple 
of bottles of a “date rape” drug in Banis’ 
suitcase. 

Banis, who sported a blue-tinged 
Mohawk hairstyle with matching nail 
polish when he appeared Tuesday in 
the Criminal Courts Building, is facing 
more serious drug and weapons charg- 
es. He has several previous drug-related 
felony convictions in New Jersey and 
Ohio, authorities said. 

Mundt was charged with misde- 
meanor theft for passing the counter- 
feit bill as well as felony possession of 
a false state identification after offi- 
cers found a Washington, DC, drivers 
license in another name but with his 
photo, authorities said.

Prosecutors ask

Judge rules father 
can take child to Mass 


Federal prosecutors asked the judge overseeing the corruption 
case against former Gov Rod Blagojevich to unseal in its entirety 
a key government document detailing its evidence against him. 

In a filing Tuesday prosecutors argued Blagojevich won’t be hurt 
by pre-trial publicity especially given his repeated TV appearances. 

“Notwithstanding the recent airing of a national television 
show in which he repeatedly proclaimed his innocence, Rod 
Blagojevich now argues that he would be unfairly prejudiced by 
the publication of the actual evidence that will be heard at his 
trial,” Assistant U.S. Atty Christopher Niewoehner wrote in an 
apparent reference to Blagojevich appearing on “Celebrity Ap- 
prentice” with Donald Trump. 

Prosecutors last week filed under seal an evidentiary proffer 
that lays out its evidence, saying it did so in order for U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge James Zagel to decide if any portions should be kept 
secret after hearing from both sides in the case. 

The Chicago Tribune, The Associated Press and the Chicago 
SunTimes intervened in court last week, seeking to have the key 
filing made public. 

The defense has told Zagel it would be unfairly prejudiced by 
the publication of the filing. Blagojevich is to face a jury June 3. 

Victims, families await 
ruling in E2 settlement 

Victims and family members of 
those killed in the E2 nightclub 
tragedy had high hopes for a 
speedy resolution after a judge ap- 
proved a partial settlement against 
the club’s owners in October 2006. 

When Cook County Judge 
Kathy Flanagan approved a move 
that put $2.5 million of insurance 
money into a fund for victims of 
the 2003 stampede that killed 
21 people, their attorneys hoped 
the pot would swell as other de- 
fendants settled or were found 
financially liable in court. 

But nearly four years later, the 
fund remains at $2.5 million— a paltry sum considering it would 
be divided among survivors and the families of those killed, not 
to mention dwindled by years of attorney fees. 

Now, attorneys are awaiting what they say will be a significant 
ruling Wednesday by Flanagan that could affect how much vic- 
tims and families would receive. 

If the judge allows Clear Channel Communications to remain 
as a defendant in dozens of wrongful death and personal injury 
suits, attorneys for the victims hope the broadcasting giant will 
start negotiations that would add to the $2.5 million total, attor- 
ney Melvin Brooks said.

Judge Renee Goldfarb said Tuesday that Joseph Reyes 
can take his daughter to “church services during his visi- 
tation time if he so chooses.

Likewise, the order stipulated that Rebecca Reyes al- 
ways have their daughter on Rosh Hashanah, Tbm Kippur 
and Passover. 

“I have to be very, very happy that I got additional time 
with my daughter and got to expose {her} to all of who I 
am,” Joseph Reyes said. 

Goldfarb declined to keep Reyes from taking his 
daughter to church as long as no evidence exists that 
it would harm the child. Though Rebecca Reyes tes- 
tified that contrary religious teachings could confuse 
the preschooler, Goldfarb avoided doctrinal ques- 
tions, saying it was not the court’s place “to focus on

or attempt to interpret or judge official religious doc- 
trines.” 

“She is 3 years old and, according to Joseph, while at 
church, she waves at the other children, looks around and 
giggles,” Goldfarb wrote. “This court found that testimo- 
ny credible.” 

The ruling in the divorce proceeding between Joseph 
and Rebecca Reyes lifts restrictions placed on Joseph 
Reyes last year that barred him from exposing his daugh-

The injunction was imposed after Reyes sent photo- 
graphs of his daughter’s baptism to his estranged wife, 
who had not known about the baptism.

Nations back plan 
to safeguard nukes 

WASHINGTON World leaders concluding a 
47-nation nuclear security conference on Tues- 
day endorsed President Obama’s call for securing all 
of the globe’s vulnerable nuclear materials within four 
years— but offered few specifics for achieving that 
goal. 

Aiming for quick action, the United States de- 
clared that the Obama administration had submit- 
ted to Congress legislation to bring US. laws into line 
with two treaties: one to crack down on potential 
nuclear terrorism and one on the physical protection

President Lee Myung-bak 
told reporters that North 
Korean leader Kim Jong 
II will not get an invitation 
until the North gives up its 
efforts to build a nuclear arsenal.

Obama had called the summit to focus world at- 
tention on keeping such dangerous materials out of 
terrorists’ hands, a peril he termed the greatest threat 
facing all nations. 

Addressing the conference, Obama framed the 
problem as a “cruel irony of history”— nuclear dan- 
gers on the rise, even after the end of the Cold War 
and decades of fear stoked by a U.S.-Soviet arms race. 
A terrorist group in possession of plutonium no big- 
ger than an apple could detonate a device capable of 
inflicting hundreds of thousands of casualties, he said. 

“Terrorist networks such as al-Qaida have tried to 
acquire the material for a nuclear weapon, and if they 




ever succeeded, they would surely use it,” he told the 
opening session, which convened under tight security 
at the Washington Convention Center. “Were they to 
do so, it would be a catastrophe for the world, causing 
extraordinary loss of life and striking a major blow to 
global peace and stability” 

The summit countries said they would cooper- 
ate more deeply with the United Nations and its 
watchdog arm, the International Atomic Energy 
Agency. They also said they would share informa- 
tion on nuclear detection and ways to prevent nu- 
clear trafficking.

BULLS DEAL WITH REPORTS OF ALLEGED 
ALTERCATION BETWEEN PAXSON, DEL NEGRO

The Biills have hired independent law- 
yers to investigate a physical altercation 
between executive vice president of bas- 
ketball operations John Paxson and coach 
Vinny Del Negro, sources confirmed. 

The incident took place after the 
March 30 home loss to the Suns and 
centered on Del Negro exceeding, for 
the second time, a medically imposed 
minutes limit on Joakim Noah, who has 
battled plantar fasciitis. 

^V^ioo! Sports first reported the story 
Del Negro wouldn’t comment, and a 
Bulls spokesman said it’s an organization- 
al issue that will be handled internally 

According to sources, Paxson came 
to the doorway of Del Negro’s office af- 
ter Del Negro played Noah 27 minutes, 
5 seconds — or 2:05 more than allowed. 
Del Negro also exceeded Noah’s min- 
utes limit during a Feb. 26 home over- 
time victory over the Trail Blazers, and 
Noah missed the next 10 games. 

According to sources, an angry Pax- 
son began to confront Del Negro vo- 
cally which prompted Del Negro to 
rise from his chair and walk toward 
Paxson. At this point, sources said, Pax- 
son grabbed Del Negro by his tie and 
shoved him. 

Several players said they heard the 
vocal altercation and later learned de- 
tails of the physical aspect. Three play- 
ers, speaking on the condition of ano- 
nymity said the players vowed not to let 


the incident distract them. 

Sources said Paxson called Chairman 
Jerry Reinsdorf in the direct aftermath 
of the incident to tell his boss what oc- 
curred. 

Sources also said Del Negro spent 
the next few days after the incident try- 
ing to gather written statements from 
organizational members. 

The incident speaks to the dete- 
riorated relationship between manage- 
ment and Del Negro, whose future job 
status has been an ongoing storyline 
all season. During widespread specula- 
tion claiming Del Negro would be fired 
any day during the Bulls’ December 
struggles, the Tribune reported Del 
Negro would finish the season but not 
be brought back for the third and final 
guaranteed season of his contract. 

Celtics coach Doc Rivers, a close 
friend of Del Negro’s, defended his col- 
league. 

“I think it’d be too bad,” Rivers said, 
when asked how he would feel if Del Ne- 
gro were fired. “I think he has done a very 
good job. They took us to seven games 
with no [Kevin] Garnett. The best player 
in that series for the Bulls [Ben Gordon] 
isn’t on the team anymore. 

“I think expectations were unrealis- 
tic, especially when you factor in all the 
injuries. Pm obviously biased. Vinny 
is better than a good friend. We’ve all 
been through it as coaches. It’s tough. 
All you can do is coach.”

DOWN UNDER 

CHECK OUT THE SECOND CITY BENEATH THE CITY STREETS 


Buried under the city streets are some of Chicago's best-kept 
secrets. From the basement that holds Michael Jordan’s jersey 
to the 45 miles of tunnels snaking through downtown, there’s 
plenty of cool stuff right under your nose— or feet. 

“Chicago’s got a fascinating history underground,” said John 


Russick, senior curator of the Chicago History Museum. “We 
bury a lot of things, a lot of passageways and storage places. A 
lot of things move through and across the city underground for 
various reasons.” RedEye went down under to discover such

Basement of the 
Chicago History Museum 

A dress worn by Audrey Hepburn. Shoes from 
the 1750 S called “straights” that fit on either 
foot. Jewelry made from human hair. Michael 
Jordan’s Bulls uniform. 

Those are just a few of the 50,000 -plus 
costume and textile artifacts the Chicago 
History Museum counts in its extensive cos- 


tume collection dating to the mid-i8th cen- 
tury, located underground but not accessible 
to the public. A heating and cooling system is 
in place so there are no fluctuations in humid- 
ity or temperature, which could damage the 
items. 

Boasting the second-largest costume and 
textile collection in the world, the museum has 
the coat reportedly worn by Abraham Lincoln 


the night of his assassination 
and the cape worn by Mary 
Todd Lincoln that has a spatter 
of what appears to be blood, 
said Timothy Long, museum costume curator. 

The collection ranges from uniforms to 
couture dating to the mid 19th century High 
fashion pieces include a gown from Christian 
Dior’s 1947 collection. 


Downtown 
tunnels 

One of Chicago’s best- 
kept secrets is right 
under your feet. 

Forty feet below downtown 
streets and sidewalks are a maze of 
passageways— most no wider than 
6 feet, no taller than 7 feet— used 
for utilities and not accessible to the 
public. 

Freight tunnels were built around 
1900 originally for telephone wires, 
said John Russick, senior curator of 
the Chicago History Museum. They 
were designed with a small train 
track system, which operated as a 
way to deliver goods to businesses 
and coal to buildings as well as to cart 
away the ash from the btxildings. 

With the development of the 
subway system and the cost effec- 
tiveness of surface transportation, 
the tunnels became less frequented 
and haven’t been used for roughly 
50 years, he said. 

The tunnels, which ran roughly as 
far north as Ontario Street, south to 
i6th Street, east to the lake and west 
just past the Kennedy Expressway 
were mostly sealed off by the city 
in the aftermath of a major flood in 
1992. 

What about the tunnels used by 
gangsters, including A 1 Capone, to 
evade the police? 

“There’s a lot of folklore that exists 
related to tunnels that were either 
used or put in place by people trying 
to avoid the law during the Prohibi- 
tion Era,” Russick said. But, he said, 
there’s not much evidence that sup- 
ports the claim that tunnels were 
carved out to be getaway routes. 

Rich Lindberg, who has written 
14 books about Chicago, isn’t so 
sure. He researched the old Culler- 
ton Hotel in the South Loop, now an 
auto parts store, and found the hotel 
had brothel rooms upstairs and an il- 
legal gambling den in the basement. 

“When that was functioning in its 
heyday of 1910, you could run from 
building to building underground to 
get away from police raids,” Lind- 
berg said. 

Remnants of the tunnel on the ho- 
tel site are plugged up with rocks and 
boulders, he said. 
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Looking for an underground bar or res- 
taurant? In Chicago, you’re in luck. 

Check out Haven, an ultra lounge at 650 
N. Dearborn St. The owners wanted a place 
that was “kind of hidden, like an underground 
private party,” general manager Markus Wood 
said. 

Patrons have already dubbed the bar, with a 
capacity of 250, “heaven down under,” Wood 


said. The venue, which opened in February 
and is about 10 steps below street level, has 
room for couches, ottomans, chandeliers, VIP 
tables, a dance floor and, of course, bars. 

Another obvious choice: the Underground 
at 56 W Illinois St. The name for the bar, 
which opened in 2007, came about after pro- 
moter Billy Dec’s business partner returned 
from Israel, where he says he checked out an 
old bomb shelter turned nightclub called the 
Underground. A bomb shelter sign is reflected 


in Chicago’s Underground logo. 

A subterranean eatery relatively new to the 
underground scene is Chilam Balam at 3023 N. 
Broadway 

“Part of our concern was we were in the base- 
ment,” said co-owner Chuy Valencia, 23. ‘Are 
people going to walk by and notice us?” But ex- 
posed brick and Spanish tile gave the Mexican 
restaurant a rustic and unpretentious look. 

“It gives it that tucked away, niche, hole-in- 
the-wall factor,” Valencia said. 



Since January Margaret Hicks has 
been giving $5 tours of Chicago’s ped- 
way which links more than 40 down- 
town blocks, covering five miles— 
mostly underground. “You tend to get 
very disoriented down here. You don’t 
know exactly where you are,” said 
Hicks, 39, who lives in Ravenswood 
and is an independent tour guide. 

Even with some signage, it’s easy 
to get lost under the city Some parts 
are dingy, breezy and urine-scented 
while others— say, the area around 
Block 37— are bright, heated and 
clean. There’s almost no need to 
venture outside and scurry down 
sidewalks. Using the pedway Chica- 
goans can grab lunch at food courts, 
get a haircut at the barbershop, guz- 
zle a beer at one of two bars, shop at 
Mac/s, renew their driver’s licenses 
and hop on a train. 

One of the most heavily traveled 
sections of the pedway is from City 
Hall east through Block 37, past Ma- 
c/s and to the Millennium Park Me- 
tra station, said Brian Steele, spokes- 
man for the city’s Department of 
Transportation. 



Lower Wacker Drive 

An average of 60,000 vehicles a day travel down- 
town on the 2-mile-long Wacker Drive, roughly 
split between and upper and lower Wacker 
drives, said Brian Steele, spokesman for the city’s 
Department of Transportation. 

“The concept was to build a roadway that pro- 
vided an upper level for car traffic and pedestri- 
ans and a lower level that was a through-street or 
thoroughfare through the central city,” he said. 

The east-west leg from Michigan Avenue to 


Randolph Street was built in 1926 
and reconstructed in 2001 for 
$200 million. 

The north-south stretch built 
in 1955 will get an estimated $360 million facelift 
next year. 

“Lower Wacker Drive has been a favorite of 
filmmakers for years,” Rich Moskal, director of 
the Chicago Film Office, said in an e-mail. Mov- 
ies filmed there include “The Dark Knight” with 
Heath Ledger, “Wanted” with Angelina Jolie and 
“The Blues Brothers.” 



Subterranean submarine 

Underground at the Museum of Science and In- 
dustry lies the only German U-505 submarine 
captured in 1944 during World War 11 . 

The massive 700 -ton vessel has been part of 
the museum’s collection since 1954 and docked 
outside for almost 50 years, exposed to harsh 
Chicago winters. 

In 2004, the refurbished, massive boat, a na- 
tional historic landmark, began its journey to its 


climate-controlled exhibit space 
with the help of 18 self-powered 
dollies, moving one inch per min- 
ute. The submarine was moved more than 1,000 
feet and lowered four inches at a time into the 
underground exhibit space, which measures 75 
feet by 300 feet and 42 feet deep. 

The 35,ooo-square-foot exhibit is included in 
the museum’s general admission, but it costs an 
extra $8 for adults and $6 for children ages 3 to ii 
for an on-board tour. 



Through the trap 
door in the floor behind the bar at the 
Green Mill, 4802 N. Broadway is a 
basement filled with rooms now used 
for storage. Dave Jemilo— only the 
fifth owner since 1907— bought the 
bar in 1986 and went in the basement 
to find out where the pipes went. 

‘All of the sudden, I go, ‘Holy 
moly look at this,’ ” he said. What 
he found were tunnels past the fire 
doors that led to the Uptown theater 
and even crossed Broadway but are 
now boarded up. He said he’s heard 
the tunnels once connected to the 
Aragon Ballroom, which was built in 
the 1920S. 

Jemilo said also he came across 
World War II letters and uniforms 
and records of people paying rent 
from the 1920s. 

Legend has it that during the Pro- 
hibition Era gangsters would play 
card games below the Green Mill 
and could use the tunnels as escape 
routes if the bar was raided. The 
jazz club at one point was partially 
owned by A 1 Capone’s henchman 
“Machine Gun” Jack McGurn.

Tannin is a term often used to describe 
hearty red wines, but what exactly does it 
refer to? Tannins are present in the skins, 
stems and seeds of grapes as well as in oak 
barrels and mostly are associated with red 
wines. When you taste a wine heavy in 
tannins, the sensation can be astringent, 
mouth drying or mouth puckering, similar 
to strongly brewed black tea. 

^^11-integrated tannins can add richness 
and body to wine and provide the frame- 
work necessary for long-term aging. As red 
wine ages, the tannins will soften and become less astringent. 

Unripe tannins can make a wine taste bitter, dry and unbalanced. The level and type of 
tannin present in v^ne can vary, depending on the ripeness of the grapes, barrel treatment and 
other decisions made by the vdnemaker. 

In general, thick-skin grapes such as cabernet sauvignon and syrah are heavier in tannins 
versus thin-skin grapes such as pinot noir and gamay Tannins can be useful in wine and food 
pairings as they can cut through fatty meat and cheese but also can exacerbate the effects of 
heat and spice, redeye special contributor alpana singh is director of wine and spirits for lettuce enter- 
tain YOU ENTERPRISES AND THE HOST OF “CHECK.

Melaney, the Clinical Director of Midwest Dental 
Sleep Center states, “After being treated with the 
oral appliance our patients tell us they did not 
realize just how exhausted they had been”. She 
recalls a story where a patient’s dog ate their 
appliance and it had to be sent back to the lab to 
get repaired. They commented that they had not 
realized how much better they felt until they were 
without the appliance for a few days. The patient 


reported that they could never go back to a time in 
which they were untreated and they didn’t 
understand how they functioned that way for so 
many years. 

The oral appliance is similar to a retainer. It is 
clear, plastic and fits over the teeth. The oral 
appliance is small enough to fit in your pocket, 
simple to maintain and easy to travel with. No 
more hoses, straps or headgear! It works by 
moving the base of the tongue out of the airway 
and toning the muscles of the airway so that they 
do not collapse. This is the same reason why 
someone doing CPR during an emergency moves 
the lower jaw forward to clear the airway. The 
concept has been around for decades.
